Two distinct gene.ni uf thn panda — 


or wah, iut it is commonly called — have 
been discovered, one quite recently; 
and il we suppose the diflereut groups 
of the animal kingdom to be reprie- 
sented by a peat chain, the panda 
would form the link connecting the 
raccoon-like animals, or, to be more 
precise, the Kinkajou, with tbe true 
bears. 


The panda ot this sketch is known 


as Ailurus fulgent, and is a beautiful 
little creature, about the size of a cat, 
having mMV ways and habits thut call 
to miud these domestic pets. Its face 
has an expression that may described 
as inquisitive. Its fur it extremely 
handsome, being soft and thick; and 
it* tail— a moat conspicuous object- 
is very long and plume-like, and seem- 
ingly much larger than the wah itself. 
Even in its color, the animal is remark- 
able, if we cull to mind the coloring of 
most of our quadrupeds, such us cut* 
and bears, that, as a rule, are dark 
above and light beneath. In the panda 
this is reversed. The back colors are 
rich cinnanion-rert, gradually merging 
into a tawny yellow or fawn, while in- 
stead of Ijeins; white beneath, the fur 
is a deep black -its rir:h luster resem- 
bling the finest ?;itiu. 
The face of the 


panda has some white coloring, und 
the tail i.s extremely not'n'vable for iti 
ornamentation, being ringed with ul- 
ti'niLite stripe* of cinnamon-red and 
yellosv. 
Its colors so impressed the 


fanioiiM iKtlnrulist. C'tivier, thut. after 
examining u .specimen, he pronounced 
it tht< most beautiful of all quadrupeds. 


SOHIH years ago a panda was brought 


t» Knglumt and placed in the collec- 
tion of I he London Zoological Society, 
and watched by naturalists for a long 
time. 
So curious were its movements
